MEMORANDUM [-'OR: Director of Central Intelligence 
SUBJECT : Your Forthcoming Trip to SAC Headquarters 


1. At the meeting which MAGID had with you on 8 June 1977, 
one of the issues we raised with you was interagency cooperation. 

As a specific example of an area wherein I thought better cooperation 
would be beneficial, I cited the lack of feedback from the Strategic 
Air Command (SAC) on some of our reports. You responded that you 
were planning to visit SAC on 3 August and asked that I write you a 
memorandum detailing what I thought you could do to help me with this 
problem. 

2. CIA/OWI has engaged for several years in a number of Net 
Technical Assessment (NTA) studies, jointly funded by ourselves and 
the Office of the Director of Defense Research and Engineering. The 
purpose of these studies has been to help define the technical factors 
which affect the strategic relationship between the US and the USSR by 
providing to DoD managers integrated, detailed technical analysis 
which utilizes the best available intelligence data. By their very 
nature, then, the studies have also required an input on US forces 
which is provided by DDR&E. However, the ultimate consumer of these 
studies, the operational planner, has not provided any direct feed- 
back on many of these studies.
